Average 
Spent By Army 
On New Recruits 


WASHINGTON, 
March l l — 
The Army disclosed* today it 
spends an average of $326.08 on 
every recruit by the time it has 
him in uniform and is ready to 
go to work on the new soldier 
in a training center. 
An 
Army 
official 
explained 
that costs vary from year to 
year, but the $326,08 figure is 
what each recruit cost in the last 
six months of 1948, During that 
period 239 049 men joined the 
Army. 
Recruiting expense itself, in­ 
cluding administrative costs, ad­ 
vertising, overhead and pay for 
recruiting personnel, amounts to 
$66.66, based on the figure of 
$200 f( ir each three men taken in 
at the joint Army-Air Force en­ 
listment centers. 


Then the Army calculates 


that 
each 
recruit’s 
trave!, 


from the place of enlistment to 
one of six training centers, 
costs an average of $19.42.

Spring Care of the Lawn 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Distributed by Central Press Association 
The care given to the lawn 
bn the spring reflects in it* ap­ 
pearance the balance of the year. 
An established lawn should be 
raked early In the spring to re­ 
move twigs, dead leaves, grass 
and litter. Dead leaves rolled Into 
the

grass. 
Feed the lawn with a complete 
plant food. If a chemical fertilizer 
ta used spread 26 to 40 pounds to 
every 1,000 square feet If using 
an organic turf builder use 40 to 
60 pounds to every 1,000 square 
feet Spread Just before a rain or 
follow the feeding with a thor­ 
ough soaking from the hose. 
Thin 
lawns 
and 
bare 
spots 
should be reseeded as early as 
poasibla 
Before 
seeding 
spots 
that have become hard packed, 
loosen and open the sod with a 


spiked tamp, as illustrated In the 
accompanying 
Garden - G r a p h . 
This treatm ent gives the seed a 
chance to get in and take hold. 
To 
make 
such 
a 
tamp, 
drive 
spikes through a 2-inch plank. 
Honing should not be done until 
all danger of alternate freezing 
and thawing Is p ast Never roll 
when the soil ts wet or soggy 
but w ait until it is moderately 
moist. Have the roller only heavy 
enough to firm back any grass 
which has heaved up. 
If you plan to establish lawn 
on a terrace or sloping ground, 
re rn em tier that a newly seeded 
slope w ill wash away before roots 
develop to hold the soil unless 
you cover it with strips of cheese­
